The school was locat­ 
ed in the most central stronghold as 
the citadel, protected by two addi­ 
tional walls, with draw-bridges and 
moats, and, in fact, is just such a 
place as you find pictured in Dumas, 
or other romantic novels of the time 
when knighthood was in flower.

is as ancient as Home, and is in fact, 
connected with that city by one of the
